terprise becsuisa certain risks attach to 
it is quite'another mutter. 
The objec- 


tion that men and women ought; not to 
be espcseil to certain perils is rcully 
part of ii much larger question. 
How 


far are risks lawful in imy enterprise? 


Will any one hold that only sate en- 


terpritta are tu be undertaken? As wo 
ask the question we provoke a smile, 
for there are hardly Fuch tilings as en- 
terprises devoid of risk. Enterprise usu- 
ally involves nsk. 
.No progress) of any 


kind is possible without it. 
If immu- 


nity from danger bad been made u con- 
dition of enterprise, tho development of 
civilization would have been arrested 
long ago. America had never ht'eu dis- 
covered. Australia had never been col 
oni?efl. Neither the Suez canal nor the 
Forth bridge had ever been constrncted. 
Balloons, ships and steamers would 
never have been known. Science would 
have been a pygmy instead of a giant. 
The healing arc would still have been 
iu the hands of charlatans. 
In propor- 


tion aawe applaud the heroes of science 
and discovery we admit the principle 
that certain fnterprises justify certain 
riiks.—Saturday Review.
